It was a convincing 


demonstration that one strong rail- 
road was far better, both for the own- 
ers and the' public, than a number of 
small line*. This was the third great 
object lesson in transportation. 


"Perhaps it was the most important 


one we have yet learned. It is Impos- 
sible to believe that the 6«0 original 
railroad corporations now united to 
constitute the New York Central lines 
could ever have been developed as In- 
dependent carriers to furnish the pub- 
lic service rendered by the New Tork 
Central.
